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LIME JELL-O SALAD Mrs. Robert Putman

1 pkg. lime Jell-O 1 small can crushed pineapple

19 marshmallows, 1¢. small  1/2 c. nuts
1 c. cottage cheese, creamed 1lc. whipping cream

Drain jitice off pineapple and add juice to Jell-O. Place on
stove and heat to thicken. Bring to boil and boil just a little. Add
marshmallows, nuts, cottage cheese and whipping cream and
pineapple. Double recipe for round ring mold.
